INDICATIONS OF PRO -USSR POLICY BY MOSSADBQ 


fk review of newo articles and quotations from the foreign 
pre.io appearing m the Tehran dally newspaper, Alik between 
5 November and 19 November 1952 aeema to indicate a trend tovord 
closer relatione between Iran and the USSR. Belov ie a summary 
of the pertinent points of these articles.

After cautioning that the information was unofficial and was to he re- 
garded with reservation, Alik reported on lU November 1952 that political cir- 
cles in Tehran were seriously considering the possibility of establishing closer 
relations between Iran ind the USSR to alleviate the economic situation of 
the country by industrial and financial agreements. This, Alik pointed out, 
was due to Iran's disappointment with the U3. 

According to rumors, Alik stated, the expansion of IS activities in Iran 
has been giving great concern to the USSR. The USSR therefore, has expressed 
willingness to yield to any demands from Iran, provided Iran blocks IS activ- 
ities in that country (Iran) and \oea not participate in MEDO.(l) On 19 Nov- 
ember, 1952 Alik reported that, according to the French -language newspaper 
Republique , published in Istanbul, the USSR has been so afraid that Iran may 
change its politically neutral position in favor of the US that it was even 
ready to turn over to Iran the 2C million dollars’ worth of gold /Iranian gold 
held in the f/OBbank (State Bank) of Moscow/ to prevent Iran's acceptance of 
financial aid from the US. (2) 

On 5 November 1952 , Alik reported the following taken from Nouve lle Revue 
a daily newspaper published in Lausanne: "Moseadeq has signed a secret agree- 
ment with the USSR whereby he has promised to adopt a policy vnich will grad- 
ually and quietly lead Iran into the Communist orbit. It was as a result of 
this agreement, reached during the bloody incident of 21 July 1952, that the 
Tudeh Party successfully struggled to place Mossadeq in pever again. Since 
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then, Jtossadeq hao been telling definite etepe in favor of the USSR Hie 
tivitieo of the peat 3 monthe have widened the gap between Iron and +he Weet
